A news item containing only a few lines appeared recently in one of 
Western Canada’s daily papers.

the community concerned which might well be accepted and acted upon by 
other communities all over the country. 

In order to provide a measure of relief assistance to people in need of it, 
the local authorities decided that, instead of continuing with a policy of giv- 
ing direct relief to the exclusion of any and all other forms of assistance, 


ence is now made recorded the results, which, briefly, were: 

One hundred miles of rural telephone lines badly in need of repair were 
re-constructed, the old poles cut off and re-set, ten rural systems were re- 
duced to seven, the old wire and insulators thus saved were utilized to repair 
the lines on the seven systems, between 30 and 40 residents of the com- 
munity were each given fifteen days work, and the only cash outlay for new 
materials was $4.25, 

Several highly important things were thus accomplished. First and 
foremost these men instead of being placed deeper in debt, as they would 
have been if merely handed direct relief, were given remunerative work 
which enabled them to discharge some of their past indebtedness. Secondly, 
the rural telephone systems which serve their own community were re- 
established for the benefit of the people there, and these systems likewise 
were again placed in a position as feeders to the long distance Government 
system. Thirdly, all the money expended, except $4.25, went to the people 
of the district who most badly needed it, and no additional capital debt was 
placed on the rural telephone company, while the reduction of ten systems 
to seven should make for efficiency and less cost in operation. 

It would appear to be gain to the people all round,—in work provided, 
in past debts or taxes reduced, in restored and improved telephone service 
for the community and the probability of larger future revenues to the 
Government long distance system. It was worthwhile, constructive work 
without the imposition of any additional burden of debt. 

Attention is called to this incident for one reason, and one reason only, 
and that is, to suggest to readers of this column, and in particular to those 
occupying some position of authority in their particular community, that 
they take a look around their own districts and see if there is not some kind 
of useful community work in which their own people in need of assistance 
could be employed to their benefit and to the benefit of the community as 
a whole. 

There are other rural telephone lines in Western Canada badly in need 


of repair and rehabilitation; there are local roads that call for improvement; | 


there are school buildings that require attention and repairs; there are other 
things, large and small, that have been neglected because of lack of funds. 
Why not make a survey of the community, and then organize the people | 
to attend to all such matters, giving those in need of assistance an opportun- 
ity to work off burdensome arrears of taxes or earn a few dollars, instead

It requires, 
thought, study, planning and organization, and a will to work. Meeting the | 
absolute necessities of people through the distribution of direct relief is, no 
doubt, an easier way,—for the time being. But sooner or later the burden 
must be carried, and paid off, and the longer the grappling with it is de- | 
ferred the larger, heavier, and more difficult the burden becomes. Why not | 
tackle it now in a forward-looking, constructive way? 

One method, it may be said in conclusion, inspires new hope and confi- 
dence, with one good example encouraging another, whereas the other 
method leads to deeper discouragement. and a further loss of that self- 
reliance and determination to provide self-help which is essential to the

A pproval Of Public Health 


Measures Under 


Federal, Control 


Is Expressed By All Provinces 


Seeking concerted action by the 
federal and provincial governments 
in matters of public health, Dr. Gor- 
don Bates, general director of the 
Canadian Social Hygiene Council, 
made known the canvassed opinions 
of provincial authorities with a view 
to co-ordinated measures under Do- 
minion authority, arrived at through 
a federal-provincial conference. 

Dr. Bates declared that in the Bri- 
tish North America Act the only} 
reference to health was in subjects) 


dealing with quarantine and estab-| 
lishment and maintenance of marine | 
hospitals. Because of this, he be- 
lieved there was ‘‘no good reason why | 
the Dominion should not enter into 
full participation in any scheme for 
the promotion of health throughout 
Canada.” | 

From each of the nine provinces 
came expressions of approval of co- 
operation along health lines. 

fon. G. M. Weir, provincial secre-! 
tary for British Columbia, said his 
province “is anxious to co-operate 
with the federal authorities in the 
promotion of public health which we 
regard as the very cornerstone of 
national well-being,’ and declared 
“from the standpoint of scientific pub- 
lic health, provincial boundary lines 
have little significance.” 

From Alberta came _ pronounce- 
ment of Hon. George Hoadley, min- 
{ster of health, that “there can be 
no question in regard to the desira- 
bility of representatives of the vari- 
ous provinelal governments and the} 
federal government meeting for the 
purpose of giving consideration to 
the many health problems confront-) 
{ng us, both provincially and nation- 
ally; the question of health {s one} 
which is vital not only to each of the 
provinces but to our country as a} 
whole.” | 

Hon. J. M. Uhrich, minister of 
public health for Saskatchewan, | 
stated “there appears to be a definite | 
place for the Dominion department of | 
health in connection with the co- 
ordination of provincial actfivities, | 
especially those relating to inter-| 
provincial matters.” | 

Premier John Bracken of Manitoba | 
stated inter-governmental discussion | 
of national health was “very desir- | 
able,” although his government was | 
not disposed to make any presenta- | 
tion public before the proposefl con- 
ference.

leges, are preparing the report. This 
year a greater effort !s being made 
to secure more complete details on 
conditions in export markets and the 


| nature of the competition which may 


be expected from other countries. 
The committees will submit the con- 
clusions from the information they 
obtain at a conference to be held at 
the end of November, at which it is 
expected representatives of the dif- 
ferent provinces will be present. The 
work this year, as last, is being car- 
ried on under the direction of a com- 
mittee appointed by the National 
Advisory Committee on Agricultural 
Services.

We shall have much to say 
about indoor pictures. For a starter, 
let's talk about silhouettes—-those 
pictures in which the figures are 
solid black on a white background, 
much like the scissor pictures you 
see at fairs. 

With silhouettes, even more than 
with ordinary snaps, it is vital that 


the pictures tell their own story. (Un- | 
less, of course, you want simply a) 


profile portrait.) For you have only 
outlines to work with, unsupported 
by perspective or detail. 


The first essential of silhouette pic- | 
tures is a perfectly flat background, 
| devoid of detail. 


And the easiest way 
to obtain such a background is to 
stretch a bed sheet across a broad 
doorway between two rooms. It’s im- 


| portant that the sheet be tacked up 


so that all creases and wrinkles are 
eliminated, 

To light up this background, a 
strong light must be put in back of 
it, about five feet away either cen- 


| tered or placed directly back of the

| probably your best bet. 
; Pose your subject about two feet 
| in front of the sheet (on the side 
| away from the lamp). Plant your 
camera on a tripod or table so that 
it is directly on an imaginary line 
drawn from the lamp, through the 
| sheet and through the subject. The 
diagram above explains the layout 
| in the simplest way. When the pic- 
; ture is taken, the light shining 
through the sheet should be the only 
light in either of the rooms. 
| About exposures. If you use the 
two 60-watt lamps, you will need an 
exposure of about 10 seconds, with 
the lens well opened; with a photo- 
flood, a couple of seconds will suffice. 
Using the photoflash, set the shutter 
at ‘time’, turn out all lights, open 
the shutter, flash the flashbulb (which 
gives only an instant’s vivid light), 
close the shutter-—and there you are. 

A little practice with silhouettes is 
worth volumes of instruction. Good 
silhouettes make excellent material 
for greeting cards, book plates, place 
cards and so on, 

In making them, you can call all 
your ingenuity and inventiveness into 
play.

Excellent When Supplemented With 
Some High Protein Feed 

While straw is not generally con- 
sidered as a nutritious feed for live- 
stock, yet in times of fodder scarcity 
{t is very valuable. 

Horses and dry cows may be win- 
tered entirely on straw, if supple- 
mented by one-half to three-quarters 
of a pound of linseed oil meal a day, 
or other similar protein feed. A ra- 
tion of half straw and half legume 
hay will carry such stock through 
the winter in excellent condition.

Good oat straw contains a 
considerable amount of total nutri- 
ents, though practically no protein. 
This is why straw alone makes a poor 
showing as an exclusive feed for live- 
stock, but when supplemented with a 
little high protein feed, its carbo- 
hydrate content can be utilized to ex- 
cellent advantage.

Theory Is That Magnetic Influence 
Draws Racer Back 


Thousands of British racing pig- 
eons are liberated every week-end at 
distances ranging from 100 to 700 
miles from their lofts, yet except in 
the case of severe Channel storms or 
attacks by peregrine falcons, few fai! 
to find their way home. Training, 
however thorough, does not entirely 
account for the homing instinct. One 
theory is that when, a bird is taken 
from the loft, a kind of invisible 
elastic or magnetic influence {s set 
up, which draws the racer irresistibly 
back from wherever it is released. 
Pigeons of the second generation, 
bred in the same loft, appear to have 
power more highly developed 
than others.

| Little Journeys In Science 


THE SECRET OF THE FIREFLY 
(By Gordon M.A.) 


Light is produced by numerous liv- 
ing creatures, such as the firefly, the 
glow-worm, and certain varieties of 
squid and fish. This light is accom- 
panied by very little heat and hence 
is called cold light. The search for} 
heatless illumination is a fascinating 
One because cold light is more effici- | 
ent than electric light. If the scientist 
can discover completely the secret of | 
the firefly, he will be able to produce 
light much cheaper than warm light. 
At the present time the consumer of 
electricity for the production of light 
pays not only for the light, but also 
for the heat which is alwaya given 
off along with the light. 

The bodies of animals have &@ 
marvelous mechanism for the chang- 
ing of foods into heat. and in certain 
cases into light and electricity. A 
steady combustion takes place within 
the body of an animal during its en- 
tire lifetime and it possesses efhcient 
heat-regulation so that it is cuite in- 
dependent of cold. The firefly can 
flash its light, and electric fish can 
generate sufficient electricity to ring 
a door-bell. 

Three are a great many light-pro- 
ducing organisms. Scientists have | 
found that there are at least 40 
orders of animals which contain one | 
or more light-producing forms, and! 
that there are two groups of plants, | 
namely fungi and bacteria, which are 
luminescent, Fireflies, glow-worms, 
jellyfish, brittle-stars, molusks, and! 
squid are all light-producing organ- 
isms. It has been observed that even 
the eggs of some animals are lumin- | 
ous. Light-producing animals are 
never found in fresh water, but they 
all live in the sea or on land. Most

Refusing Arms Inquiry 


Toronto.—Sir John Simon, British 
secretary, came in for criticism when 
Lieut.-Col. 
president of the Dominion command 


of the Canadian Legion and promi-| 


nent lawyer, delivered an address 
here during the weekend. 

Col. Drew, former Ontario securi- 
ties commissioner, attacked the 
foreign secretary for refusing to 
start an investigation into armament 
sales, similar to the recent one held 
in Washington by the United States 
government.

British empire; so that, while meet- 
ing efficiently the empire's military, 
naval and air requirements, all pos- 
sible will be done to remove the sus-

Price of Dirt 


The old philosophy that uc. 
quiesced fn the idea that we 
must eat a peck vf dirt before 
we die does not fit into our 
present practiees of living. 

It is not long since the state- 
ment was true, however, Before 
the time when drinking water 
was purified and eare given to 
the keeping ot milk clean, or 
attention devoted to the thoro 
ugh washing of fruits and vege- 
tables that were to be exten 
raw, Dearly everyone consumed 
» considerable amount of dirt 

There is more than one kind 
of dirt from a health point of 
view — clean dirt and dirty 
firt. “Olean dirt’? 18 the soil, 
fust, or other waste in what 
we might describe asits natural 
state. “Dirty dirt’? becomes 
dirty, or filthy, and, at the 
yamw time, dangerous when it 
is contaminated or soiled by 
secretions from the human or 
animal body ‘The reason for 
this is that body secretions 
oarry away from the body any 
disease germs which are present 
in the body, so these 
laden secretions impregnate 
the dirt with which they come 
in eontact. 

The term “dirt”? is also used 
in other ways, We speak of 
“dirty dishes” to describe dishes 
which have been in use, althou. 


germ. 


gh there 1s nothing them 
but the remants of food, Such 
dishes are not dangerous unless 
they have been soiled, while 
they were in use, by secretions 
from the body, ‘The dirty dish, 
in a health sense, is the cup, 
glass spoon or fork, which bas 
been brought into contact with 
the saliva, Saliva is always 
potentially dangerous beonuse 
such a high percentage of the 
infections we meet in this coun. 
try gain entrance to our bodies 
through our mouths, and leave 
in the saliva, 

This brings us to the conclu 
sion that the only important dirt 
that which comes from our 
own bodies, and we are remind: 
ed that we are the reservoirs of 
the germs which afflict us, and 
that the only real menace of 
avy kind of dirt lies in the dis- 
ease germs which may have 
found a home in it,
